The matter would be taken ‘up at 
once but for the absence of both Pres- 
ident Paxon and Secretary Cooper 
from the city, together with “most of 
the vice presidents and members of 
the executive committee. 

As soon as a full committee can be 
gotten together, it will be taken up 
and plans made for registering vigor- 
ous protest with the depargment in 
Washington. 

Inquiries in the mall order and -re- 
tai) districts showed that while there 
has been a curtailment of service, the 
dull season of late summer has pre- 
vented it being felt with full effect. 
All were outspoken in the view that 
“economy” should not be an excuse 
for applying the knife to the work of 
the postoffice. 

. “We get our mail from a lock box,” 
said Dr. C. F. Smith, manager of Ja- 
cobs’ Pharmacy, “and we know very 
little about the carrier service, As a 
rule we get our mail with § fair 
promptmess, and I believe the force at 
the office is individually efficient. 

“However, I am confident it cannot 
be cut down with safety. If anything 
is to be done, the office should be 
given more instead of less help.” 

Mach Depends on Mail.

Ships and Railroads. 


A correspondent is anxious to know 
why we are so concerned over the con- 
trol of our harbors by the railroads. 
The best fllustration of our position is 
the railroad control of all transporta- 
tion facilities both by land and water 
between the Atlantic and Pacific. In 
1817, at a time when the possessions of 
the United States extended practically 
only to a strip along the Atlantic 
coast, congress passed what was known 
as the coastwise trade act, which pro- 
hibited all foreign ships from carrying 
freight or passengers from on Ameri- 
can port to another. That act is still 
om the statute books. Foreign ships 
Cannot operate between American 
'ports. By buying up the American 
|} steamships lines and controlling the 
_harbors so as to prevent free access by 
any possible competition, the railroads 
j}have forced the public to. ship 
freight by land. Before the Southern 
| Pacific acquired one of its present lines 
(of steamships it paid an enormous sum 
,annually to this same line on condition 
(that it would not carry 
given amount of freight monthly be- 
tween Atlantic and Pacific ports. The 
‘only steamship line touching at Pacifie 
coast points not owned by the railroads 
‘is the Hawaiian steamship line. Yet, 

owing to some influence not known t 

the general public, in every instanc 

where the railroads have advanced 
i their freight rates the Hawaiian steam- 
ehip line has correspondingly followe 
suit. That company ig charging from 
'two to three times as much per ton for 
earrving freight as foreign ships are 
charging for a haul of similar length. 

In 1887 the rallroag rate on a number 

of common articles of necessity be- 
/tween Chicago and Pacific Coast points 
'was $12 aton. In 1909 the freight rate 
|on these same commodities had in- 
creased to $298 a ton. During this time 
the water rate in foreign bottoms had 
actually decreased over fifty per cerit. 
The water rate in foreign bottoms be- 
tween San Francisco and Liverpool, 
16,000 miles, is one-seventh as much 
per ton as the rail rate between Chi- 
cago and San Francisco, 2,200 miles.

R. P. Buchan, of Albany, 
Takes His Life at Dublin, 
Where It Is Believed He 
Had Gone in Effort to Clear 
Up Alleged Shortage. 


Albany, Ga., August 24.—(Special.) 
That R. P. Buchan, a prominent Al- 
bany business man, who shot himself 
at Dublin late yesterday, deliberately 
took his own life, is indicated by facts 
brought to light here today. Buchan 
Was secretary and treasurer of the 
Star Brand Shoe Company of Albany, 
end was held in high esteem in busi- 
ness circles. 

An auditor has been at work on the 
beoks of the company all the week, 
having been summoned after alleged 
shorteges in Buchan’s accounts were 
discovered. Dublin is the old home 
of Buchan, and it is believed he went 
there in the hope of securing the 
money with which to cover his alleged 
shortage, which will, from present in- 
dications, be not less than $3;500. He 
was confronted with ithe shortage 
Tuesday and left on the first train 
for Dublin. It is alleged that the 
money was lost in speculation. 

Mrs. Buchan received a telegram 
last night stating that her husband 
had been shot while hunting. A later 
telegram stated that Mr. Buchan was 
dead, and further advices received to- 
day clearly indicated that it was a 
case of suicide. Besides his wife, the 
dead man leaves three young children. 
He was 33 years old. . 

E. W. Pinekard, president of the 
Star Brand Shoe Company, stated to- 
day that any shortage would be cared 
for wut of the company’s surplus, 
which, he stated, was ample for the 
purpose. 

Buchan Dies at Mother’s Home. 

Dublin, Ga., August 24.—(Speocial.)— 
R. P. Buchan, of Albany, is dead at 
the home of Mrs. J. R. Baggett, in this 
city, asa a result of a _  =self-inflicted 
wound, but whether accidental or 
with suicidal intent, is not known. 

The wound was from a pistol, and 
was fired yesterday afternoon. Buchan 
died an hour later, having spoken no 
words, except, “Tell my wife the in- 
surance papers are in the safe.”’ These

Newspaper men must walk or pay 
cash for their railroad tickets, ac- 
cording to the dictum leid down by 
Governor Smith yesterday in vetoing 
the newspaper mileage bill. 

The bill provided that the custom 
of exchanging advertising for transpor- 
tation followed since the railroad 
commission issued its anti-pass order 
might be continued, lawfully, regard- 
less of the order of the commilssion 
discontinuing the practice after Jan- 
uary 1, next. 

The bill was last of those passed et 
the recent session to be acted on_ by 
the governor. He gave the following 
reasons for vetoing it: 

Senate bill No. 165 provides “that it 
shall not be unlawful for any rail- 
road company ‘in this gtate to issue 
transportation over its lines in this 
state to the editors of weekly and 
daily newspapers in this state, their 


J empldyees and immediate members of 


their families in exchange and pay- 
ment for advertising space and for 
advertising matter in said news- 
papers.” 

No restriction is placed upon the 

issue of this transportation except 
that it shall be in exchange and pay- 
ment for advertising. It is not fre- 
quired that the exchange shall be 
made on the basis of the usual price 
paid for advertising. There is no 
limitation upon the amount of trans- 
portation that may be issued in ex- 
change for the most limited amount 
of advertising. 
‘ Jt is not required that the railroads 
shall simply furnish mileage books 
in exchange. They can furnish an- 
nuals or innumerable passes at their 
pleasure, provided it is done in ex- 
change for advertising, and provided 
the transpogtation is used only by 
editors, their employees and their im- 
mediate families. 

For years we have fought the pass 
system in Georgia. For years we have 
fought to stop railroad compenies and 
other public service companies from 
granting special privilege’. 

We know that when they grant 

place burdens on the many. 
he special privileges granted are 
to make allies that will prevent that 
regulation and supervision so essential 
to the rights of the balance of the 
people who deal with these companies. 

Largely by the votes of democrats. 
in the national congress an anti-free 
pass bill was enacted'so far as in- 
terstate commerce was concernd. 

After a discussion of this subject, 

which lasted months before the peo- 
ple, free passes from transportation 
and public service oompanies were 
prohibited in Georgia. 
’ Our Georgia law goes no further 
than the national law in prohibiting 
free transportation. Our railroad com- 
mission is construing the rule with 
reference to intra-state transportation 
in harmony with the rulings of the 
interstate commerce commission ap- 
plied to interstate transportation. 

In connection with the abolishment 
of free passes in Georgia passenger 
rates were reduced on the railroads 
of the state. The people of Georgia 


the 


‘are now saving in consequence of this 


reduction over one million dollars 
each year. We cannot afford to take 
@ backward step. 

This bill, if {t became a law, would 
practically furnish free transporta- 
tion to thousands of people. 

The true doctrine is that everybody 
should pay and when the returns of 
the railroads justify it, a reduction 
in price should be made to all, in- 
stead of giving free passes to a few. 

The people have won a temporary 
victory in Georgia, but there will al- 
ways be a struggle by the special 
interests for special privileges. 

The press of the- country must be 
relied wpon as a great factor to pro- 
tect the rights of the masses of the 
people. It is essential to the pfe- 
vention of special privileges that we 
should not at the very outset arrange 
for special privileges to the press. 

If an exchaypge similar to this one 
could be made with the press, then 
it could with equal propriety be made 
with those engaged in any other line of 
business. It could be made with tel- 
egraph and telephone companies, 
street car companies, power compan- 
ieg and all lines of public service com- 
panies. 

I would not drouse antagonism to 
these companies. I believe in~ their 
great value to the public, but it its 
absolutely essential to the preserva- 
tion of the rights of the individual 
that they should be supervised and 
controlled, and it is also essential]: that 
their services may be reasonably good 
and their charges reasonably low to 
all who do business with them. 

If they are allowed to make gifts 
to @ part of the people they’ must 
Place extra burdens upon the balance 
of the people, and the gifts made will 
hinder just regulation and _  super- 
vision. 

This bill ig a first step and a long 
step in the wrong direction. 

I regard it as thoroughly objection- 
able, and, therefore, disapprove it. 


TWO BRANSFORDS 
ARE DROWNED 


Richmond, Va, August 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Albert Baker Bransford,, aged 
19; Henry Bransford, aged 17, and a 
colored boy, were drowned in Boshers 
Dam, in Chesterfield county, this aft- 
ernoon, when a rowboat which they 
occupied capsized. They were swept 
over the dam and their bodies disap- 
peared before help could be summon- 
ed. Stewart Grant, aged 13 years, 
saw the accident from the bank and 
gave the alarm, after trying in vain to 
render aid to the helpless boys. 

The Bransford boys were the sons 
of Dr. John F. Bransford, one of the 
most prominent citizens of Chester- 
field county, and lived at Bonalr. 

Coroner J. G. Loving, who was in at- 
tendance at the Beattie trial at Ches- 
terfield courthouse, 15 miles from 
Richmond, was notified of the accident 
just as court adjourned and hastenéd 
to the scene. The body of one of the 
Bransford boys and that of the colored 
boy, Karchie, were recovered late to- 
night. 

The Bransford boys were held in the 


highest esteem by the people of Ches- 
terfield county and thelr deaths today 
caused general sorrow.

Strict Regulations Governing 
Delivery of Telegrams 
Adopted by Commission. » 


In a letter addressed to the tele- 
graph companies doing buginess in 
Georgia, the state railroad commission 
on yesterday gave notice of its inten- 
tion of adopting stricter regulations 
governing the delivery of telegrams. 

The proposed rule will require all 
day messages to be delivered within 
one hour, if the addressee lives with- 
in the corporate limits of the town 
where it fs received; and all night 
messages by 9 a. m., of the following 
morning. 

The delivery must be free to those 
living within one mile of the telegraph 
office, but a charge of 15 cents may be 
made for delivering messages more 
than a mile away, and if they must 
be sent more than two miles an addi- 
tional charge of 10 cents may be made 
for each additional mile. 

It is stipulated further that “When- 
ever practicable, such telegraph com- 
panies may deliver such messages by 
telephone, upon written request of the 
sender or addressee thereof, and 
charge the actual expense of so do- 
ing.” 

September 7 has been fixed as the 
date for hearing any protest the tele- 
graph companies may desire to make.

The Atlanta .Ad-Men’s Club, always vigilant, has instituted 
an organized crusade to pull the mail facilities of this city out of 
the fire. The source of the agitation is significant of the damage 
already wrought and further menaced by scant and delayed deliv- 
eries. The Ad-Men keep a finger on the pulse of business. When 
they launch a movement toward relief it is a sure sign that they 
view with concern the threat to the commercial interests they rep-

Not infrequently the papers take the 
longest route possible. For instance, 
The Moultrie Observer, printed only 
17 miles away, takes the Thomasville 
end of the road and arrives a day late. 
On the other hand, the Thomasville 
daily paper occasionally takes a spin 


through the cities of middle Georgia 
and comes down by the Albany end of 
the route, making the telegraphic news 
printed therein as stale as the news 
in a country weekly.

Montgomery Meeting, 


Business Men Generally Will 
Join With Farmers on Sept. 
5 in an Effort to Correct Im- 


pression as to Volume of 
This Year’s Crop. 


Montgomery. Ala. August 24.—Sep- 
tember 5th is the date and Montgomery 
is the place where all of the state agri- 
cultural commissioners of the south, 
members and officials of the farmers’ 
union, farmers generally, bankers and 
business men of the southern states and 
representatives of southern commer- 
cial organizations will attend a mass 
meeting for the purpose of considering 
the gradual! marketing of the 1911 crop 
of cotton and mainly to correct an er- 
roneous impression as to volume of 
this crop. 

The call for this important meeting 
was issued Thursday morning by State 
Commissioner of Agriculture Reubcn 
F. Kolb, of Alabama, after having re- 
celved reports from the various agri- 
cultural commissioners of the southern 
States that the crop has greatly deter- 
loriated since the publication of the 
last government report and the an- 
nouncement of the estimate ofa fifteen- 
million bale crop in the south. 

Startling News From. Texas. 

Very startling information was re- 
ceived by Commissioner Kolb Thursday 
morning from Texas. The crop there 
this year, according to the most relia- 
ble authorities, including the agricul- 
tural commissioner of Texas has de- 
terioriated at least fifty per cent since 
the last government report. All other 
southern states report a deterioriaion 
of about twenty per cent with’the ex- 
ception of North Carolina and Tennes- 
see, The agricultural commissioner 
of Oklahoma reports damage to the 
cotton crop in his state from the ex- 
cessive heat. 

In Alabama, Commissioner Kolb has 
heard from all of the sixty-seven coun- 
tles with the exception of two. In all 
of these great damage is reported, the 
average of deterioriation reaching 
twenty-five per cent.

Of the seven witnesses examined to- 
day two were physicians, Dr. Herbert 
Mann and Dr: Wilbur Mercer, who ex- 
amined Louise Beattie’s body on the 
night of the mwrder. The others were 
Thomas Owen, a court stenographer 
and uncle of Mrs. Beattie; Detectives 
Wren and Wiltshire, of Richmond, who 
investigated the case; Coroner Loving, 
of Chesferfield county, and May Stuart, 
a stout, middle-aged woman, who told 
of Beattie’s association with Beulah 
Binford. 

Beattie Displays Little Grief. 


None of the witnesses except Mr. 
Owen recalled that Beattle had dis- 
played any grief over the tragedy. 


shed a tear. 

With the first witnesses called 
merely to establish the death of Mrs. 
Beattie, their testimony was largely a 
review of what came out at the in- 
quest and it was not until the Stuart 
woman took the stand that the prose- 
cution began its attempts to build up 
a motive for the crime. She swore 
that she was the proprietor of a ques- 
tionable resort in Richmond ang that 
Beattie had appeared there with the 
Binford girl four times within the 
two months preceding the murder and, 
for the last time on July 17, the night 
before the crime, Meulah Binford, she 
testified, she had known for several 
years. 

After having the witness describe 
hows Beattie and his 17-year-old com- 
panion had visited her place, the com- 
monwealth introduced in evidence a 
letter written by the defendant to the 
Binford girl and identified as such at 
the inquest. Pennegq on his father's 
business stationery, Beattie wrote in 
part: 

Beattie’s Note to Beulah Binford. 


“Dear Kid: Pay this on the furniture 
and make him give you an itemized ac- 
count of what you must pay each 
week. Well, be good, with oceans of 
love, brimming with kisses, yours,

The boy showed no signs of emotion 
when the letter was read, but the elder 
Beattie held a palm leaf fan in front of 
his face, 

Thomas Owen, uncle of Mrs. Beattie, 
to whose home the prisoner brought 
the body after the tragedy, told how 
Beattie drove up to the house on the 
night of the murder, took his young 
wife into the car ang returned an hour 
later with the dead body beside him. 
He said Beattie cried, “My God! My 
God!” as he drove up, and that Beattie 
shouted, “They have killed Louise.” 

He told how the body was lifted 
from the car, but said he did not ex- 
amine the body at the time. When it 
was prepared for burial, however, he 
saw' the wound in the left cheek, 
which he described as being as “big as 
a half-dollar.” As the witness said 
this Beattie mumbled “half-dollar” 
loud enough for those near him to hear. 
Beattie’s blood-soaked clothes were un- 
rolled before the jury and the witness 
identified them. The _  single-barreled 
shotgun with which the commonwealth 
says the shot was fired, then was ex- 
hibited. Mr. Owen identified the gun 
as the one shown at the coroner’s in- 
quest, at which time Paul Beattie 
swore that he had purchaseg it for his 
cousin. 


Scene of Crime Described. 

Then the witness described the scene 
of the crime on the night of the mur- 
der. Beattie watched his uncle-in-law 
like a hawk as the testimony proceed- 
ed, and now and then shook his head 
as if in contradiction. 

“Did you observe the conduct of the 
accused at the house after the mur- 
der?” Owen was asked. 

“He seemed to be grieved, and I tried 
to keep him out of the room where the 
body was,” said the witness. “He ask- 
ed me for some whisky, and I sent out 
for some, and several times he inquired 
if his wife was dead. He also request- 
ed several times that I telephone to his 
father:”’ 

“To what extent did Beattie use the 
whisky?’ asked counsel for the com- 
monwealth. 

“I am pretty certain I saw him take 
a drink,” said Owen. “and later I 
found a half-pint bottle.empty.” He 
could not swear, however, that the 
prisoner had drunk it all. 

The witness described the “bearded 
highwayman” pictured to him by Beat- 
tie as his wife’s murderer, repeated 
Beattie’s story of the alleged en- 
counter, and told of a scratch on Beat- 
tie’s face, which the prisoner had said 
the man on the road inflicted. 


On Hunt for Assassin. 


“Did the accused render you any aid 
in an attempt to identify the assas- 
sin?” Owen was asked. 

“His description of the man was his 
only aid,” replied the witness. 

When the commonwealth counsel an- 
nounced that it was through with the 
witness, Attorney H. M. Smith, Jr., for 
the defense, began the cross-examina- 
tion. With a view to showing that if 
Beattie had contemplated murder he 
would not have selected the Midlothian 
turnpike, the witness was asked to de- 
scribe the highway, which,- he admit- 
ted, was one popular with automobil- 
ists. 

“Who first suggested bloodhounds to 
trace the assassin?” asked Mr. Smith. 

“I think I did,” said Owen. 

“Do you not recall Henry having said 
‘Get the hounds, and spare no ex- 
pense?” 

“I remember nothing of the kind.” 

Taking the witness in hand again, 
the commonwealth attempted to show 
that Beattle refrained from inviting 
any members of the Owen family to 
ride in the automobile the night of the 
murder in order that he might be alone 
with his wife. But the court ruled out 
questions along this line. ,

WHILE VIEWING MOLEHILLS 


By Dick Jemison. 

President Kavanaugh, of the South- 
ern League, has issued his annual call 
to the presidents of the Southern 
League clubs to be present at Cincin- 
nati, where the yearly fight for a high- 
er rating on the part of the American 
Association takes place. 

This league claims that it is faster 
than the Southern League. True, there 
are larger cities in the league, and 


they: have better attendance as the re-! 


suit, but they do not play a bit better 
ball in either the American Associa- 
tion or in the EKastern League than 
they do in the Southern. 

While Kavanaugh is issuing his calls 
for “help,”” he had better look a little 
closer to home for trouble. There are 
three matters of vital iterest to the 

me at present that are of as much 
Interest ag a fight to retain the rating 
of the league. 

Before commenting on them, a ques- 
tion that has been pointed out in these 
columns many times before is worth 
ointing out again. The PEastern 

ague and American Association have 
‘ust cause for their application for a 
fiigher rating, in view of the silly sal- 
ary limit in vogue in this league. What 
makes it particularly foolish is that 
no ene pays any aitention to the iimit, 
and the man with the least conscience 
usually gets the best ball club. If there 
ie to be a limit, it should be enforced: 
but it eeems that either a higher limit 


or no limit at all is worth at least one 
year’s trial in this league. 

Reverting back to the 
mentioned above; they are: 

Beanballs, balks and umpires. 

The deanball should be cut out en- 
tirely. Hov. many men when hit by a 
pitched ball and hurt are hurt badly at 
any other part of their anatomy aside 
from their heads? Yet, when a player 
is spiked, someone wants to lynch the 
epiker, as in the case of Cobb, for ex- 
ample; yet a beanball pitcher gets 
away with it all the time. 

The balk is the most flagrant viola- 
tion of rules that the Southern League 
permits. Every pitcher in the league 
balks in every game he twirls, and the 
umpires permit it. Why? Their excuse 
is, “that every other umpire allows it, 
and every pitcher does it.” 

That's a fine state of affairs, isn’t 
it? Pitchers Campbell of Mobile, Foxen 
of Birmingham, Newton of Memphis 
and Anderson of Nashville are the most 
flagrant violators of this rule. 

The umps in the league re fair. 
That is, collectively. tedividualty hours 
of them are good and others are rotten. 
Too much space can be taken up in 
commenting on who's who, etc. Suffice 
it to say that, while it Is a good t ne 
for the game that Judge Kavan gh 
protects his umpires the way does, 
still it behooves him to get 4 better 
class of umpires in some instences 
than those he now has.

J. T. Todd, the carpenter who was 
working on the scaffold with _Robert- 
son at the time of the trouble, was 
arrested at the same time as Robert- 
son, but the developments showed that 
he was not an accessory and he was 
released. Both Todd and Robertson 
testified at the coroner’s inquest that 
Mays was struck in the head by a 
Short length of scantling which was 
accidentally knocked from above and 
now both admit they testified falsely 
in the hope that the killing might be 
accepted as an accident and no fur- 
ther investigation be made. This 
scheme might have been successful 
had not Robertson, without knowing 
that the blow had been fatal, announc- 
ed in the presence of a number of 
people that he had knocked Mays 
down with a scantling and expected 
to be arrested for fighting. 

This statement came to the ears of 
Marshal George Heckle, of Summer- 
ville, after the inquest at which he

Black Confesses Attempting to 
Assassinate Gaz Williams, 
of Thomas. 


Thomasville, Ga., August 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Gaz Williams. a prominent 
Planter of this county is alive today be- 
cause of the ignorance of a negro 
whose attempt to assassinate the plant- 
er failed on account of an automatic 
gun being too difficult for the black to 
manipulate. 

At a preliminary today Berlie Clark 
and Sam Barden were bound over to 
court on a charge of assault with intent 
to murder. 

The evidence showed, according to 
Barden, that he was offered ten dollars 
by Clark to kill Mr. Williams. He ad- 
mits going to the house, stealing the 
gun at dusk and then returning at 
night, going to the window of the bed- 
room and meking an effort to pull the 
trigger with the gun pointed at the 
sleeping man’s head, a distance of five 
feet. The gun was an automatic revol- 
ver and would not work. 

The negro said he then stole Mr. 
Williams’ razor and made an effort to 
get In the door, which was locked. Fall- 
ing in this he hid the gun and razor 
under the house and went away. 

Next day Mr. Williams stated that 
he caught the negro, tiled a rope around 
his neck, boung his hands and swung 
the rope over a tree. He then got a 
buggy trace and laid it on one time. 
The negro then told all, making the 
same statement as he did before Judge 
Doss this morning.

TO W. J. OLIVER 


K., S. & E. Will Be Extended 
to Lines of Greenville and 
Knoxville. 


: Knoxville, Tenn., August 24.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Conferences held here today re- 
sulted in an agreement whereby the re- 
ceivership of the Knoxville, Sevierville 
and Eastern railroad is to be dismiss- 
ed on Tuesday of next week, provided 
the county court of Sevier county, 
Tennessee, confirms, the agreement 
when it meets itn special session on 
Monday next. It is understood that 
W. J. Oliver, the receiver, who also 
built the road, is to take over all the 
stock owned by Sevier county, and is 
also to acquire the bonds and other 
securities of the road, becoming sole 
owner of the property. 

That, it is expected, will then be fol- 

lowed by plans to extend the road to 
connect with the Tennessee and North 
Carolina through the Blue Fidge moun- 
tains and with the Greenville and 
Knoxville into Greenville, S.C. The 
latter road ig controlled by Asa Cane 
dier and W. H. Patterson, of Atlanta. 
Attorneys for Sevier county will 
recommend that the county concur in 
today’s agreement, and it is expected 
such action will be taken by the court. 
The stock of Sevier county caused the 
litigation which precipitated the re- 
ceivership about six months ago. All 
litigation in which Mr. Oliver or his 
corporations are involved in conse- 
quence of this road, it is understood, 
is to be dismissed as a consideration 
of the settlement.

One of the members of this club asks 
what is meant by the terms water, 
ary matter, protien, carbonhydrates, 
fiber, nitrogen, free extract and fat, 
in describing the amount of food ele- 
ments contained by different feeds. 

Water is found in all foods and feed- 
ing stuffs. There is a certain percen- 
tage im flour, bread and even dry pre- 

red breakfast foods. In stock foods 
he amount varies from 8 to 20 per 
cent, a8 the case with the different 
hays, to 80 or 90 per cent in the more 
Succulent foods and roots. 


Dry’ matter is that part o frthe food 
which would remain if it were pos- 
sible to remove all the water. When a 
food is said to have so many pounds 
of dry matter, we are to understand 
that there are that many pounds of 
SOlids besides the water. If a food is 
said to have a certain percentage of 
dry matter it may be taken for granted 
that the difference between that num- 
ber and 100 is water. 


Protein is the nitrogenous matter 
in the food; that is, that group of 
substances which contain nitrogen. It 
is needed in making lean the flesh, the 
blood, the skin, muscles, tendons, 
nerves, casien of milk and albumen 
of eggs. It is one of the most im- 
portant constituents of feeding stuffs. 

Fiber is the frame work of plants 
and is generally the most indigestible 
part of feeding stuffs. Such forages 
as the coarsest fodders contain a great 
deal of fiber. 

Nitrogen-free extract is the part of 
the food which includes starch, sugar, 
gum, etc. 

Nitrogen-free extract and fiber are 

often classed together under: the head 
of carbonhydrates. This class makes 
up the greater part of all vegetable 
foods. These elements are either stored 
up as fat in the body or burned to 
produce energy. 
Fat is the material dissolveq from 
a feeding stuff by either. It, too, is 
either stored up in the body as fat or 
burned to produce heat and energy. 

Despite the fact that the subject has 
been previously touched upon and is 
respondents, the shelless egg query con- 
respondents, the shelless eg query con- 
tinues to crop up with unfailing regu- 
lerity. There are several reasons why 
hens produce shelless eggs and while 
such eggs are generally attributed to 
lack of sufficient shell-forming ma- 
terial, belng supplied to the hens, in 
nine cases out of ten improper feed- 
ing is at the root of this mischief. 

A great deal o¢ michief is done by 
feeding on over-stimulating foods and 
the reckless use of condiments which 
overexcite the ovary, and inflame the 
lining membranes of the oviduct. In 
this way the egg-producing organs are 
stimulated to excessive production, 
with the result that the oviduct be- 
comes disused, and those organs whith 
produce the mineral matter for the 
shelling of the egg are too debilitated 
to perform their function properly. It 
is worthy of note that fowls suffering 
from inflammation of the oviduct often 
lose the use of their legs, the trouble 
being frequently. attributed to cramps 
or rheumatism: 

Another very common cause of 
shelless eggs is internal fat, which 
blocks the walls of the oviduct and 
impairs its functions. 

hen a fowl] has acquired the habit 
of laying shelless eggs there should be 
a complete change of diet. All soft 
foods, except what is cooked, or juicy 
vegetables, which may be freely sup- 
plied, should be withheld for a time, 
and grain only be given. Enough 
epsom salts should be added to the 
drinking water to make it taste fairly 
saline, and for a few days the fowl 
should be housed in a quiet place. To 
help steer clear of shelless eggs always 
supply the fowl with plenty of flint 
grit and guard against internal fat by 
feeding moderately—two mead a day 
are ample for grown fowls—giving a 
plentiful supply of green stuff. Perches 
must be of the proper size, and above 
all, leave condiments and all that sort 
of thing severly alone.

Answer—There have appeared in 
this department from time to time 
during the past six months, what I 
considered exhaustive articles on this 
dreaded disease. It seems that you 

to notice these articles, I am 
for I think you would have 
something helpful in them. 

This disease is attributed to several) 
causes: Exposure to cold nights, damp- 
mess, filthy quarters, neglect, etc. Be- 
ing confined to a warm house and 
then turned out in the cool morning 
air and dew will sometimes bring it 
on. It's contagious .and affected fowls 
should be separated from the well 
ones. Grease the sores with carbolat- 
ed vaseline, or apply a mixture of 
equal parts of lard and kerosene oil. 
Pine tar and lard is also very good. 
The use of one-half teaspoonful bro- 
mide of potassium in three quarts of 
drinking water is also very good. If 
you will watch your flock closely and 
on the first appearance of trouble be- 
gin to apply above remedies, the battle 
will be half won with no fatalities.

Uncle Joe: Can you give me a remedy 
for my little chickens? I have lost 
Atty or sixty this year; they do ail 
right unt® they get about two or 
three weeks old, then they will begin 
to droop, and they die one and two 
every night until they all die. I have 
good chickens; they do all right with 
exception of that complaint among the 
little ones What do you think is the 
matter with them? 

Answer—From your meager de- 
ecription it is hard for me to tell just 
what is the matter with your little 
chicks. There are so many things that 
can cause the trouble, too early feed- 
ing. improper feeding, housing or 
brooding. Chicks usually die from two 
to three weeks old from too. early 
or improper feeding, usually causing 
diarrhoea or posiiny up behind. Other 
causes of the trouble are dampness. 
chiliness. feeding sioppy or improper 
food. The trouble may also be due 
to the tack of stamina in the parent 
stock’ or the faults of incudation. 
Give all the affected chicks a half 
teaspoonful of sweet oll and put about 
ten droys of tincture of iron to each 
pint of drinking water. !

Mattie Clark, Richland, Ga. R. 1.— 
Dear Uncle Joe: Will you kindly let 
me come in ang have a little chat 
with the other cranks? I don’t know 
which seat I will take, ase I like Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Brown Leghorns and 
Orpingtons. I am a little girl and am 
a great chicken lover an like the 
rest come to you with my troubles. 
I have had about 300 chickens hatched 
but don’t know how many have 
raised. I guess, though, about 200 
I think I have had right good luck 
with my geese this year as they are 
hard to raise. I had twenty—two 
hatcheq and have raised fourteen to 
be nearly grown. I am going to raise 
me one bed, then I am going to sell 
them, as I don't think they pay. I 
have seventeen full blood Bronze tur- 
keys about as large as a frying size 
chicken, so if any of the cranks want 
any maybe I can let them have some, 

Now, please tell me what is the mat- 
ter with my little chickens. I found 
one not long ago that had a hard crop. 
He was sick one day with that, he 
was just as weak as could be. The 
next day he seemed to have limber 
neck, he would hold his heag down 
to the ground and look almost foolish. 
I have lost four out of a drove lately 
the same way, and have another one 
sick. I had some Orpingtons to die 
the same way about the first of the 
year. I have one that I gave a dose 
of turpentine and then a dose of oil 
and turpentine, but it didn’t do any 
good, 

Please give a remedy for the dis- 
ease as early as possible through your 
poultry department. 

Answer—You are welcome, and a 
seat on the anxious bench shall be 
yours until you decide fully where to 
draw the color line, 

Your “luck” with chickens, turkeys 
and geese has been excellent this sea- 
gon, and shows that you have put some 
thought and care in your work with 
fowls. 

So you will have a live goose feath- 
er bed to take along with you when 
John comes for you. Better that feath- 
er bed than a lot of cheap finery. 

Hard crop does not show itself in 
one day, as it comes on gradually. 
It is caused by the blocking of the 
passage leading from the craw to the 
gizzard, and can sometimes be cured 
by causing the bird to vomit. In se- 
vere cases, cutting open the craw has 
to be resorted to, 

There is only one treatment for lim- 
berneck, and that is turpentine on a 
bread pill. This must be given at once, 
as the disease does its work very 
quickly, usually taking from eight to 
ten hours to kill. Go over the range 
and look for decaying ahimal matter, 
and, if found, bury it, as this matter 
is the cause of the trouble—magagote. 
Of course, you are aware that you can- 
not raise all chicks hatched, and that 
some must die. It is always the case 
of the survival of the fittest. Hope 
you will have another prosperous sea- 
son next year.

At this juncture Deputy 
Sheriff Hayes and Under Sheriff Farris 
arrived and pleaded with the mob to 
turn the prisoner over to them, - 

“Men of Purcell, if you lynch this 
man it will be the darkest blot on 
yourselves and the town of Purcell 
that any town ever experienced.”’ 

“That's All Right,” They Said. 

“That's all right, sheriff,’’ shouted 
one of the mob, “but we must protect 
our wives and daughters from black 
hounds,” 

The sheriff pleaded with. the mob, 
saying the negro would be given an 
instant trial, and that there would be 
no chance for him to escape. After 
the sheriff had concluded, the officers 
were led to the courthouse, presumably

Atwood made for the 
Place and landed in his present 
hemmed-in position. 

Nyack, N. Y., August 24.—Another 
delay incident to aviation brought dis- 
appointment to thousands ~of people 
along the lower Hudson river and in 
New York city today, when Harry N. 
Atwood, in his record-breaking aero- 
plane flight from St. Louis,. failed to 
sail over New York and land at Sheeps- 
head Bay, but instead, on account of 
a defect in his engine, was compelled 
to land here, within 25 miles of his 
destination. Tomorrow, probably early, 
Atwood expects to resume his trip, 
and in a few hours finish the longest 
aeroplane flight ever achieved. 

Atwood’s position tonight is 1,240 
miles from St. Louis and 25 miles from 
the heart of New Yerk. His fiying 
time for the distance covered in eleven 
days is 27 hours and 45 minutes. 

Despite his failure to land in New 
York, the day’s sail of 109 miles down 
the Hudson river gave Atwood, by 75 
miles, the world’s long distance rec- 
ord, formerly held by European aero- 
nauts. 

His Flight Picturesque. 

Atwood'’s flight down the Hudson 
was full of picturesque incidents. He 
covered the 109 miles from Castleton, 
where he ascended at 7:36 a. m.,,

Atwood’s explanation of his failure 
to land at West Point, where the pa- 
rade grounds were crowded with of- 
ficers, cadets and citizens, was that he 
found the space allotted him too ham- 
pered. After sailing low enough to 
look over the prospect, he rose again, 


(flying over the river and landed again 


at Garrison, 50 miles from New York, 
where no one was waiting to greet 
him. At 11:05 a. m. Atwood started 
again, purposing to make his last dart 
for Sheepshead Bay and thus complete 
the trip. But he had not gone far when 
he discovered that bearing metal on 
his engine had worn away,and the 
mechanism was wobbling. Twenty- 
eight minutes after his last start he 
decided to descend here. 
Atwood is working tonight on the 
broken engine of his aeroplane. Close 
as this is to the finish of his flight 


from St. Louis, the young aviator said 
tonight he faces the most embarrassing 
predicament of his long journey. 

In Awkward Position. 

His biplane is in an awkward posi- 
tion, out of which he says only a south 
or southeast wind can help him. It 
rests near a hay stack on the sloping 
meadow, 150 feet above the Hudson 
and about 2,000 yards from the water. 
Almost behind him is the Rocky Hook 
mountain, rising perpendicular 800 feet, 
and to the south and east tall trees 
make it a difficult place to take wing. 

“It is the worst box I’ve been in 
since leaving St. Louis,” Atwood said. 
“IT could only climb out of here against 
a southerly or a southeastefly breeze.” 

He sat under cover of the biplane 
while it rained this evening and tried 
to talk, though he frankly admitted 
disappointment over his ill-luck, 

“I shall work here all night,” he con- 
tinued. “fixing the engine. The trouble 
is a broken babbitt on the connecting 
rod. I have sent to a Nyack machine 
shop for a new casting and I'll be ready 
to fly just as soon as the wind blows 
right tomorrow.” 

Atwood Makes Denial. 

Atwood announced ‘tonight positive- 
ly he would rot attempt to fly from 
New York to Boston after reaching the 
metropolis. 

“I’m too tired,” he said, “for a longer 
trip now.” ‘ 

The aviator will have all in readi- 
ness to start at 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing if the wind is right, but this only
